RESOLUTION OF INTENTION
WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors of tho County of I.o» Angles. Stat« of 

" lifornia, has on file ami Bprond upon thp minutes of the Board, a report from 
Me Health Officer of the County rerammondinx the institution of proceeding* for 
he improvement as a health rnrnmire ; and

WHEREAS, the Board has found and determined by resolution that the public 
nterest requires the construction of sanitary sewer* in 219th Street. (A Privat* 
Street.) and other rights of way and that the improvement is necessary aa a health 
measure: and

WHKREA8. provisions have not otherwise been made for the maintenance and 
repair of sewrr* within the district to he improved. 

NOW, THEREFORE, THK BOARD RESOLVES: 
SECTION 1.

That tho public Interest and necessity require and that It Is th« Intention of 
;h« Board to order the following work to he done and improvement made, to-wit« 

Fir*t: The eonntruetion of sanitary sewers and appurtenances in 
THK SANITARY SEWER RIC.HTS OF WAY IN THE 

PRIVATE STREET KNOWN AS 219TH STREET
 etween VERMONT AVKNUK and the easterly line of Lot 7, Tract No. J2W, M 
h<mn en nviii recorded In Book 37, Panes 27 and 28 of Maps: and in

VERMONT AVENUE
>etween the westerly prolonjjations of the northerly and southerly linen of the 
SANITARY SEWER RIGHTS OF WAY IN THE PRIVATE STREET KNOWN AS 
1PTH STREET.
Second : The resurfacing of the trench in the streets and riffhti of way wherein 

forcmentioned sanitary sewers are constructed.
All of said work shall be performed in the ttreeU and right* of way and 

letween the limits, hereinbefore designated except where the plans Indicate that
 aid work shall be omitted.

THAT SUCH WORK OR IMPROVEMENT. IT IS ESTIMATED, WILL COST 
THK SUM OF NINE THOUSAND FOUR HUNDRED SEVENTY-FIVE DOLLARS

SECTION 2.

That all the work and improvements aforesaid shall \\t done and performed a* " 
hown on and in accordance with and to the grades shoVn on the plans, profile* 
and specifications therefor, filed in the Office of the Board of Supervisors in 
Room 38;), Hall of Administration, 500 West Temple Street, In the City of Loa 
Angeles on the IJith day of November, IflftO. Reference is hereby made to said 
plans, profile* and specifications for a full and detailed description of said pro- 
u»sed work or improvement, and said plans, profiles and specifications shall govern 
or all details of the proposed work or Jmprovement and for the description of 
he grade to which this work is to be done. 

SECTION 8.
That the said contemplated work or improvement, in the opinion of the Board, 

n of more than local or ordinary public benefit, and the Board hereby makes the. 
expense of the work or Improvement chargeable upon a distriat, which district th« 
loard declares to be the district benefited by the work or improvemnt and to b« 

assessed to pay the cost and expense thereof.
A map of the improvement district, indicating by a boundary line the extent 

of the territory included in the proposed district approved by the Board on th« 
1Mb* day of November, ISfiO, is on file in the above-mentioned Office of the Board, 
deference is hereby made to the map for a full and complete description of the 
property to be assessed to pay the cost of the Improvement and the map shall 
rovorn for all details as to the extent of the assessment district. 
SECTION 4.

That serial bonds shall be Issued In accordance with Division 7, Streets and 
Highways Code, to represent each assessment of fifty dollars ($60.00) or more) 
remaining unpaid for thirty (SO) day* after the date of the recording of the warrant. 
The serial bonds shall extend over a period ending nine (9) years from the second 
day of January next succeeding the next September 1st following their date, and 
shall bear interest at the rate of six (8) per cent per annum on all sums unpaid, 
until the whole of the principal and interest is paid.

The principal sum shall become due and payable to Ihe Treasurer in equal 
annual payments on each October 1Mb succeeding the September 1st following thei* 
date until fully paid.

The first interest payment shall be payable to the Treasurer on the April 18th 
next succeeding the March 1st or the October 15th next succeeding the September 
1st, as the ease mny be, next following the date of the bonds. The following 
nterput payments shall each be for six month* interest and shall be payable to 
.he. Treasurer on each fiftenth day of April and October, the last interest payment 
coming due the October 16th immediately preceding the last annual payment of 
he principal of the bonds issued to represent the unpaid assessment.

That it is hereby found smd determined that, provisions have not otherwise 
been made for the maintenance and repair of sewers in the territory within which 
said Improvement is to be. conxtructed nor is such territory included within ft 
sewer maintenance district and that upon completion of construction etf said 
Improvement said territory will he in need of »rwer maintenance and afconld be 
annexed to an existing sewer maintetintic. diilrl"! 
SECTION 8.

That the public interest and neeeiwity require, and it is the further intention 
of the Board of Supervisors of the County of I.OB Angeles to order annexed to. 
Included with, and known as the Consolidated Sewer Maintenance District, thos* 
portions of the unincorporated territory of said County included within the follow- 
Ing described exterior boundary lines : 
Parcel 41-fil

Beginning at the intersection of the southerly prolongation of the easterly line 
of Lot 6 of Tract No. 8239 recorded in Book 87, page* 27 and 28 of Maps, in the 
office of the Recorder of the County of Los Ahffelos, with a line that is parallel 
I'ith »be southerly line of Lot 7 of said tract and passes through a point in the 

.Hslerly line of said last mentioned lot distant northerly thereon 24M.f>4 feet from 
the sotitheHsterly corner thereof; thence easterly along said parnllcl line to *nid
